ised to take up arms again in 
the event of a new Communist 
attack But later Britain and 
Canada qualified their commit- 


ment. 
Both Hail Pact. 

Dulles and Rhee, in a joint 
statement issued as the security 
pact was initialed, hailed their 
work as “an important contribu- 
tion to the development of in- 
dependence and freedom in the 
Far East.” 

They also announced a United 
States-Korea agreement to walk 
out of ,the forthcoming political 
conference if both feel after 90 
days that the Communists are 
“exploiting” efforts to achieve 
peace in Korea. 

Dulles, his mission to Korea 
completed, flew to Tokyo Satur- 
day evening on the first leg of 
his trip back to Washington. He

Far East.” 

Dulles promised another state- 
ment beforel eaving Japan for 
Washington Sunday. 

The security pact agreed upon 
by Dulles and Rhee provides 
for basing American troops in 
Korea but the Secretary of 
State told a news conference 
that “we want to get our armed 
forces home as soon as is con- 
sistent with our responsibilities.” 

Aid Program Discussed. 

Dulles and his advisers also 
diseussed with South Korean 
leaders a vast program of eco- 
nomie aid planned by the United 
States to rebuild the war-shat- 
tered land. The 3 to 4 year 
program contemplates one bil- 
lion dollars in American aid, of 
whieh $200,000,000 already has 
been approved by Congress. 

The two gove ts swapped 
ideas and drafted plans for 
working side by side to achieve 
péace, just as they did in fight- 
ing the war, Dulles said. 

The Rhee-Dulles statement 
said they hope their exchange 
of views “will establish a pre- 
paratory foundation for co-ordi- 
nated efforts at the political 
conference.” 

The high-leyel international 
talks, according to the armistice 
terms, must open by Oct. 27. 
The talks are aimed at finding 
a way to unite North and South 
Korea by peaceful means and 
fixing a time for withdrawal of 
Chinese and U.N. forces from 
the peninsula. 

Other Matters Might Arise. 

Dulles told newsmen other 
matters might arise for debate. 
These could include such Asian 
issues as the fate of Formosa 
and the Indochina war. 

But Dulles and Rhee agreed 
not to let the political conversa- 
tions drag on without progress.

ESTATE OF LATE 
QUEEN MARY PUT 
AT $1,137,936 


LONDON, Aug. 8 (AP) — 
Queen Mary left an estate of 
£406,407 ($1,137,936), it was an- 
nounced today when her will 
was probated. The Queen, wid- 
ow of King George V, died last 
March at the age of 85. The will 
did not disclose the names of 
any of the beneficiaries. 

The net value of the estate 
was announced as £379,864 ($1,- 
061,689). This sum was smaller 
than many had expected. The 
net value is the amount left 
after taxes, which the estate had 
to pay even though the Queen 
was the mother of two British

Onty wills of reigning Kings are 
exempt from taxation. 

Royal family wills are admitted 
to probate in the usual way but 
are kept secret unless publica- 
tion is authorized by the presi- 
dent of the probate court. Gen- 
erally the details are not made 
public.

PANMUNJOM, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
Some laughter and joy cage to 
Panmunjom today as 90 Ameri- 
cans returned to freedom in 
obviously better health and spir- 
its than those liberated in the 
first three days of the Korean 
prisoner exchange. 

There were few maimed and 
haggard men in today’s group. 

The Reds sent back 250 South 
Koreans, 90 Americans, 35 Turks 
and 25 British—a total of 400. 

They said Sunday’s group of 
400 will include 250 ROKs, 112 
Americans, 21 British, 13 Tur 

Australians, one Canadian ‘and 
one Filipino. — 15 

The 112 Americans will be 
the biggest contingent of United 
States troops so far in four days 
of Operation Big Switch” and 
will bring the total of Ameri- 
cans returned to 423. The Reds 
have promised to send back 3313 
Americans among 12,763 Allied 
P.O.W.s. 

Four-Day Total. 

So far, the four-day exchange 
has brought back a total of 1205 
ROKs, 311 Americans, 143 Turks, 
126 British, 34 Filipinos, 21 Co- 
lombians, 7 French, 6 Austra- 
lians, and one each Belgian, Ca- 
nadian, Greek and South African. 

The prisoners released Satur- 
day rolled out of the north in 
Red trucks under a broiling sun. 

The group included Pfc. Albert 
L. Smith of East St. Louis. 

Two Missourians were in the 
group: Pfc. Joe Morrison of 
Mount Leonard and Pfc. Oliver 
Smith of Kansas City. 

Eighty were Negroes, many 
from the old Twenty-fourth Regi- 
ment, disbanded two years ago 
when the Army abolished racial 
segregation. 

Seeing a convoy of singing 
Red North Koreans driving up 
the road, the Americans yelled 
and hooted. 

The British also were full of 
good cheer. 

A deeper note was struck by 
the Turks and South Koreans. 
Their hatred of their captors was 
so intense that scores tore off 
their Chinese prison uniforms 
in spontaneous acts of defiance. 

Road Littered With Gear. 

The Communist prisoners, too, 
followed the urge to shed their 
garments, and the U.N. road from 
Munsan to Panmunjom was lit- 
tered with American Army gear 
—wool and cotton fatigue cloth- 
ing, mess kits, toilet articles and 
almost everything else issued to 
the sullen Reds. 

So much was flung from the 
northbound trucks that poverty- 
stricken Korean civilians stole 
down from the hills end scav- 
enged the gear. 

Although the return of Ameri- 
can, British and other U.N. pri- 
soners went off much as sched- 
uled by the Reds, the Commu- 
nists showed no such precision 
with the ROKs. Allied officers 
complained that the lists of ROK 
prisoners sent back were “a 
mess.” 

The American repatriates were 
rushed south to Freedom Village, 


near Munsan, where they got 
food, showers, new clothing and 
other comforts.

UNITED NATIONS, N. v., 
Aug. 8 (AP)—Dag Hammarsk- 
jold, U. N. secretary-general, 
said today that the announce- 
ment Russia has the H-bomb 
only stressed the need for in- 
ternational controls to be 
achieved through the U.N. 

Hammarskjold said that “news 
stories concerning the develop- 
ment and possible use of wea- 
pons of mass destruction only 
stress the need for achieving 
through the U.N. practicable and 
effective means of international 
control of such weapons.” 

Alexis Kyrou of Greece, chair- 
man this month of the U.N. Dis- 
armament Commission, said. 
however, he does not plan. to 
call a meeting of the 12-nation 
commission to discuss the an- 
nouncement that Russia has an 
H-bomb.

Western countries insist that 
disarmament should be by stages 
and that atomic controls with 
U.N. inspection of all factories 
should be devised before atomic 
weapons are formally prohibited. 

Kyrou said he would call a 
commission meeting if some 
other member asked for it. He 
said Western members of the 
commission had hoped that a 
Big Four meeting this fall and 
generally lessen tension in 
the world would pave the way 
for the commission to resume 
discussions that would finally 
bring about atomic controls. 

The commission is made up 
of members of the Security 
Council plus Canada, It lumped 
the old U.N. Atomic Energy 
Commission and an arms com- 
mission, both of which had 
failed since 1946 to get any- 
where on either problem. 

U.N, observers, however, felt 
that the Russian statement 
would serve as a powerful new 
propaganda weapon in the bag 
of Russia’s chief delegate to the 
U.N., Andrei Y. Vishinski, due 
back here Tuesday for the spe- 
cial session of the U.N. General 
Assembly on Korea, beginning 
Aug. 17. 


FIRST NON-STOP 
JET CROSSING OF 
PACIFIC REVEALED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP) 
—Three Texans have won the 
Mackay trophy for completing 
the first non-stop jet flight 
across the Pacific last year.

The hydrogen bomb, many 
times more powerful than the 
atomic bomb, acquires its tre- 
mendous destructive force 
through fusion rather than 
through fission—that is, it pro- 
vides energy by building up and 
welding atoms rather than by 
splitting them.

Reports agree that an island 
half a mile wide and three miles 


following the hydrogen bomb 
blast. The intense heat was 
felt 30 miles away. 

The atomic bomb splits up 
nuclei of atoms to release a 
fiery rush of energy. 

The H-bomb fuses certain nu- 
clei of atoms to create helium, 
releasing far more energy than 
by the fission of uranium or 
plutonium. 

Enormous amounts of energy 
are left over. when hydrogen, 
the lightest element known, is 
changed to helium, the second 
lightest element. In contrast, 
the atomic bomb uses the heavi- 
est elements, uranium and plu- 
tonium.

Apparently No Tests Yet. 

If Russia has indeed “devel- 
oped” the H-bomb, as Malenkov 
said, it appeared unlikely that it 
has yet exploded a test version 
of the metropolist-killing super 
weapon. 

United States methods of de- 
tecting atomic explosions any- 
where in the world are believed 
to be fool proof. This Govern- 
ment has reported no nuclear 
blasts in Russia since President 
Truman announced the Soviets’ 
third atomic explosion in Oc- 
tober 1951. 

President Eisenhower has not 
stated explicitly, however, 
whether he will follow Truman's 
policy of letting the world know 
every time the Russians fired 
off an atomic weapon. He did 
say at a news conference June 
17 that there had been no 
atomic explosions in Russia dur- 
ing his Presidency up to then.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP) 
The keel of the Navy's second 
atomic submarine will be laid 
Sept. 1, the Navy announced 
yesterday. 

The ceremony will take place 
at the Groton (Conn.) yard of 
the Electric Boat Division of the 
| General Dynamics Corp., build- 
er of the first nuclear power 
submarine which may be com- 
pleted next summer. 

The power plant for the 
second nuclear submarine, 
named the Sea Wolf, is being 
built by the General Electric 
Co. A land-based prototype of 
this machinery has been under 
construction at West Milton, N. 
Y., for nearly a year. 

The Navy has estimated the 
first atomic submarine, named 
the Nautilus, will cost $29,000,- 
000 exclusive of the power 
plant. The second atomic sub- 
marine may run to $32,700,000, 
also without power machinery.

A communique issued follow- 
ing the conference said that an- 
other meeting of representatives 
of the nations concerned would 
be held in Rome on Sept. 20 to 
prepare proposals for another 
Foreign Ministers’ conference at 
The Hague on Oct. 20. 

Informed sources said the de- 
cisions taken by the Ministers 
here can be regarded an answer 
to the Soviet note of last Tues- 
day complaining against the 
“militarization of West Ger- 
many.”

Though the state’s intervention is stringent, a 
strong precedent for it occurred 12 years ago. 
Gov. Stark had demanded the dismissal of 
Prosecuting Attorney W. W. Graves of Jackson 
county. In 1940 the State Supreme Court ousted 
both Graves and Sheriff James L. Williams. 
They had served during the decline and fall of 
Boss Tom Pendergast. 


Sheriff Graves was not accused of personal 
corruption but he was found to have “willfully 
neglected” to suppress gambling, prostitution 
and liquor law violations. The charges have 
a familiar ring now. So do the contentions of 
those defendants that there was no breakdown 
of law enforcement. 


The question of ousting Sheriff Mosley is now 
before the Missouri Supreme Court. But what- 
ever the outcome, St. Louis county has learned 
that the whole law enforcement system is 
hopelessly outmoded. It is divided, weak and 
rural in origin. And from this knowledge the 


County Council has established a citizens’ com- 


mission to plan for a modern police force for 
the growing urban county. , 

Let the court determine the fate of Sheriff 
Mosley. What the county must determine for 
itself is the future of its law enforcement. 
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Pageant in “Our Town” 

Across the editorial desk has just come a 
remarkable program entitled “Eighty Acres: 
The Pageant of Our Town’s First 100 Years.” 
Our town is Litchfield, Ill. The pageant itself, 
now in progress, is a good deal unlike most 
pageants in most towns. 

For example, nearly.a hundred years ago a 
Negro minister exercising free speech was 
saved by a Litchfield resident and Union troops 
from being hanged. This is Scene 11. 

For example, 11 years ago a Litchfield mob at- 
tacked and beat a group of Jehovah’s Witnesses - 
distributing pamphlets, in a prewar outburst of 
super-patriotism. This is Scene 27. 


_And, for example, just a few years ago George 
Corwin willed a fortune to Litchfield for educa- 
tional purposes, the money to be used without 
regard to race or creed. This is Scene 29. 

The Litchfield pageant would not be unusual 
if it were restricted te the arrival of the first 
pioneer or railroad, the coming of the shoe 
plant and chautauqua, the fire in a school or 
progress of a church. 

But Litchfield wanted its pageant to show 
what honestly happened to Litchfield, with the 
mistakes as well as improvements. Litchfield’s 
pageant shows how Litchfield grew up. It is 
a proud pageant and many of our towns will 
understand why. 
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Flickers in the REA 


An REA film entitled The Telephone and the 
Farmer“ has been withdrawn by Administrator 
Ancher Nelsen for a couple of interesting reasons. 

Mr. Nelsen said the film, made under his 
predecessor, Claude Wickard, had been criti- 
cized because it had been interpreted as giving 
the impression that private phone companies 
had done a pretty bad job in servicing rural 


areas. If that was the impression the film gave, 


it did a pretty good job of reflecting the facts. 

Another reason Mr. Nelsen gave for withdraw- 
ing the film was that he wanted to get maxi- 
mum co-operation of private companies in ex- 
tending telephone service to rural areas. Mr. 
Nelsen should be advised that the maximum co- 
operation which the companies have been will- 
ing to give is an absolute minimum. 

A spokesman for Mr. Nelsen is quoted as say- 
ing consideration is being given to a suggestion 
that the film be revised to show how farmers 
might go about getting service from private con- 
cerns. Unfortunately, farmers know plenty about 
that already. As & representative of the National 
Farmers Union told a House Agricultural sub- 
committee on rural telephone service a few years 
ago: “In many instances they have petitioned 
the Bell System or local independents to estab- 
lish service, but to no avail. They have repeated- 
ly been told that the area to be served would be 

n unprofit and that the estab- 
lished companies are not interested.“ 

So thoroughly were the established companies 
uninterested that the percentage of farm homes 
with telephones declined from 40 per cent in 
the 1920s to 20 per cent in the 1930s. 

‘Telephone service can be supplied to farm 
homes over the same wires that bring them elec- 
tricity. It can be administered by the same or- 
ganization that administers the electric system, 
with resulting economies. 

Farmers are well informed about how they 
cannot get phone service from established com- 
panies. Many of them still do not know, or need 
further information, about how they can by mu- 
tual self-help get phone service over their REA 
lines.

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Second Installment on Tariffs 


The price which the Administration had to 
pay for getting the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act extended without changing the non- 
partisan makeup of the Tariff Commission is 
now coming out. 

According to The New York.Times, the dead- 
lock over extension of reciprocal trade was 
broken only after the Senate confirmed the 
appointment to the Tariff Commission of Wal- 
ter R. Schreiber of Maryland. 

Mr. Schreiber had the full support of the 
high tariff bloc in Congress. Representative 
Richard Simpson of Pennsylvania, House lead- 
er of that bloc, expressed his complete satisfac- 
tion with the nomination. The ‘high-tariff Con- 
gressmen believe that his appointment assures 
at least three members of the Commission who 
will be friendly to the high-tariff approach. 


Once Mr. Schreiber had been confirmed by 
the Senate, House conferees agreed to drop 
their demand for a seven-man Tariff Commis- 
sion, which had been opposed by the Senate. 
And with that agreement, the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act was extended for a year. 


Mr. Schreiber’s appointment represents the 
second installment which President Eisenhower 
has paid to the high-tariff bloc. The first was 
the appointment of Joseph E. Talbot of Con- 
necticut, another high-tariff man, to the same 
commission. It was after he had been appointed 
that Congressman Simpson consented to in- 
corporate in a separate bill the crippling 
amendments which he had first tried to attach 
to the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act itself. 

In the words of The Washington Post: “The 
President has yielded a great deal in his ad- 
vocacy of freer international trade in order 
to get the simple extension through Congress.” 
He has yielded so much, in fact, that it is. hard 
to tell whether the free-trade Administration or 
the high-tariff Republican Congressmen won 
the battle. 
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An Essential Health Service 


The constant pressure exerted on City Hall 
budget makers by uncertain revenue prospects 
has been reflected in the city’s infant mortality 
rate. Last year it was the highest among 14 
large cities. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, city Health Commissioner, 
says plainly that his division is handicapped by 
a limited budget and low salaries. He has, for 
example, recommended creation of a maternal- 
child health program, but funds were not made 
available to carry out this activity. 

St. Louis is one of the few large cities with- 
out such a program, and the implication of Dr. 
Smith’s remarks is that there is not likely to 
de a reduction in the infant mortality rate until 
a city-wide..maternal-child health program is 
establishüdz. ' 

Clearly this is an activity of real importance 
to the future of St. Louis. It ought to be estab- 
lished at once, even though something else may 
have to go. 
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Loose Talk Is Not Cheap 


It is good that a San Francisco jury has 
awarded Fern Bruner, a school teacher, $55,125 
in damages because a radio commentator and 
gossip magazine publisher had called her a 
Communist. We draw satisfaction not out of 
the penalty imposed on the man through his 
purse, but because the verdict should be a 
salutary warning against widespread and reck- 
less use of a word which these days can do 
unknowable injury to reputations and incomes. 


It must be clear by now to all except those 
suffering from an incurable political blindness 
that the Kremlin seeks to use Communist par- 
ties everywhere for its own aggrandizement. 
Membership which once might have been an 
ideological protest now comes under strong 
suspicion of disloyalty, conspiracy and sabotage. 
This has been made clear by federal loyalty 
boards, state security statutes and more than 
one congressional investigation. 


Yet many people have fallen into a free and 
easy use of the word “Communist.” Man-on-the- 
street interviews have revealed divergent no- 
tions as to its meaning. The word has been 
applied to Congressmen voting for welfare ap- 
propriations, to aggressive labor leaders, to non- 
conformist clergymen, to peace-advocating lec- 
turers, to polysyllabic college professors, to dis- 
cussion group organizers—in fact to just about 
everybody with whom given individuals disagree 
or whom they cannot understand. 

Miss Bruner is a case in point. She was 
called a “reported Communist or Communist 
sympathizer” because she joined the United 
World Federalists and because two women told 
the gossip publisher they considered the aims of 
the Federalists to be contrary to those of the 
United States. By that standard, there are a 
few Communists in Congress. 

In radio or in the movies or in some school 
systems, Miss Bruner might have been dropped 
as soon as the word reached her superiors. For- 
tunately, she was backed up by the California 
Teachers’ Association and the verdict was won 
against the gossip man and also his station man- 
ager. This is not the first decision of its kind. 
So the idea may get through to the emotional 
and the reckless that loose talk can be expensive 
talk—expensive to them. 
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Where There Is No Substitute 
Nudism has long left us cold because of (a)

A New Way to Look at Floods

Some new ideas on land and water 
resource development that could re- 
sult in fundamental changes in basic 
federal policy were put forward by the 
three-man board of engineers hired by 
the State of Kansas to survey the Kaw 
river basin. 


The engineers’ recommendation to 
abandon reservoirs as a flood control 
system in the Kaw basin and substitute 
enlarged channels to protect the cities 
grabbed the headlines. But their de- 
tailed report, more than 100 pages 
long, has much more in it of equal 
long-range importance. 


The report itself is something of a 
revolution in land ahd water policy. 
Never before has 
a state hired such 
a board to “look a 
gift horse in the 
mouth.” The fact 
that the board 
found the gift 
horse as old as the 
hills and desper- 
ately in need of 
dental repairs has 
made the report 
even more likely 
to command atten- 
tion from the fram- 
ers of national 
pqlicy. Take the matter of flood plain 
zoning. It is not a new idea. In fact it 
has been practiced for years in some 
European countries. Right now it is 
being practiced on a voluntary basis 
in many Kaw basin cities. 


In an informal civic project imme- . 


diately after the 1951 floods, Junction 
City relocated a sizable residential dis- 
trict from the river bottoms to higher 
ground on the opposite side of town. 
The city took over the old residential 
area with the idea it might be devel- 
oped as a park or playground, but 
mainly to take the building sites off the 
market so new homes would not be 
built in the area. 


That is flood plain zoning and sub- 
sidized relocation, of a sort. And it is 
just what the Kaw basin survey engi- 
neers decided should become a part of 
federal and state policy. 


Another novel recommendation from 
the Kaw survey which is in direct con- 
tradiction to present federal policy is 


* 


the suggestion that agricultural land 
should not be protected from disaster- 
type floods. 


The board found, with the help of 
Kansas State College, that the 1951 
flood actually benefited 70 per cent 
of the farm land flooded. Another 16 
per cent was neither helped nor dam- 
aged. The only conelusion possible is 
that the board would favor an end to 
federal expenditures for protection of 
farm land. The long-range future of 
the nation depends largely upon in- 
creased fertility of its soil. That’s why 
so much money is being spent in re- 
search to develop new methods to get 
large crop yields from the soil. It 
would follow that a sound federal pol- 
icy would refuse money for protection 
of river bottom land. 


Consider the cost of protecting such 
land, which the engineers found in the 
case of the Kaw would amount to twice 
its value, and the fact that protection 
would decrease fertility for the future. 


Would it not be cheaper, and wiser, 
to set up a federal policy of insuring 
against crop loss from floods? 

Another item certain to stir interest 
in Washington is the survey’s empha- 
sis on the “fluid” state of the federal 
land and water program in the Kaw 
basin. The same situation exists in 
every river valley in the nation. 


New federal projects are being 


added to present programs at the same 


time construction is going on. Work in 
progress is altered, discarded and re- 
vised with no apparent concern as to 
its effect on overall resource programs. 

An example is the elaborate levee 
system. being built to protect the two 
Kansas Citys. 

The levees have been under con- 
struction for several years. They were 
designed to supplement a reservoir 
program which has been altered so 
much since the 1951 flood that it no 
longer resembles the original * — 
used as a basis for designing the Kan- 
sas City levees. And the reservoirs may 
never be built.

FREED P.O.W. SAYS 
REDS CENSORED 
PRAYERS, SERMONS 


INCHON, Korea, Aug. 8 (UP) 
—Communist “thought police“ 
censored prayers and sermons 
for the infrequent religious serv- 
ices permitted in prisoner-of- 
war camps, a repatriated Ameri- 
can sergeant said today. 

They cut out the names of 
saints and frowned on refer- 
ences to God, Sgt. James W. 
Richardson reported. Red moni- 
tors listening in on the services 
often shouted at praying G.l.s 

“when they didn’t like the words 
of the prayer.” 

The Philadelphia soldier, who 
was captured May 17, 1951, told 
how religious. soldiers waited 
months for a chance to worship, 
only to find Red censors telling 
them what they could say. 

“The first service we had was 
on Easter, 1952,” said the 28- 
year-old father of two children. 
He is a Catholic and his rosary 
had been taken from him by 
Chinese guards months before. 

“They wanted to see the ser- 
mon and prayers before the serv- 
ice. We copied a prayer from 
the only prayer book in camp. 
One of the guys wrote out a lit- 
tle sermon,” he said.

European appreciation of 
American aid has been lessened 
in recent months by a growing 
fear of “witch-hunting and Mc- 
Carthyism,” a St. Louis minister 

The Rev. Dr. Ervine P. Inglis, 
pastor of First Congregational 
eggs of Webster Groves, who 

is touring the Continent, said 
Europeans with whom he has 
talked express “outspoken disap- 
pointment that our country 
seems to be deserting the cause 
of freedom.’ 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch 
ehurch page, Dr. Inglis added 
that “freedom-loving groups in 
Europe have long looked to 
America for leadership. They 
are concerned lest we should be- 
come fascist.” 

The Webster Groves pastor, 
who plans to spend the summer 
in Europe, reported that in Eng- 
land and Germany, “McCarthy- 
ism has become a synonym for 
United States.” 


“But despite this, there is a 


general appreciation of our con- 
tribution to Europe. Marshall 
plan aid is thought to have saved 
the economy of these western 
European countries, and we see 
small evidence of actual hostility 
toward the United States. 
“These months in Europe 
make me feel that the United 
States has done a better job in 
ee than I had ever real- 


Commenting on religious top- 
ics, Dr. Inglis reported that 
“German churches are showing 
new vitality. They have proven 
their Christian loyalty by suffer- 
ing and martyrdom, and at pres- 
ent they are the chief bond be- 
tween east and west Berlin. 

„The church alone is undi- 
vided by the Iron Curtain.” 

In Franee, “although only a 
small percentage of the people 
has a vital connection with any 
church, there is growing vitality 
in the Catholic church and evi- 
dent vigor among the small 
minority of Protestants,” Dr. In- 
glis wrote. 

“French workers are in a sad 
plight. Low income and high 
prices have combined to create 
unrest. Many persons who ere 
not Communists vote for Com- 
munists because they can find 
no other way to register protest 
against the preesnt political and 
economic regime.” 

Dr. Inglis said the group of 
tourists he is with has had daily 
interviews with Government offi- 
cials, business leaders, church-
